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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. 

On page 3, the Applicants argue that Kawasaki does not disclose an instrument identity banner. Specifically arguing that the 
Pioneer logo is merely a brand name, not instrument type. Additionally Applicants argue that the display of volume buttons and status 
indicator are not within an instrument identity banner. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicants seem to be taking an overly narrow view of the term "instrument identity banner." 
Kawasaki discloses an indicator of the current mode of the device (volume adjustment) and the status of the current mode (step 1 8) in 
figure 2. These identifiers are provided in a small portion of the display and do not encompass the entire display as argued by the 
Applicants. The Examiner acknowledges that these details are not concerning a diagnostic instrument, Szukala however is seen as 
providing similar details of a diagnostic instrument. 

On pages 3-4, the Applicants argue that Szukala does not disclose the type of diagnositic instrument. Additionally, Applicants 
argue that the status details are not included in an identity banner. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Szukala unquestionably disclose a diagnostic instrument with a banner above each screen 
displayed (figures 7a-14b). The text displayed in each banner detail both the type (Static Tests in fig. 1 1 ) and status (injector adjustment or 
timing adjustment in figs. 12c-d). To further explain these examples, the Static Test identifier in figure 1 1 describes a set of tests which are 
categorized as static. Likewise, figures 12a-d describe individual tests that are currently underway. In other words the type identified by 
Szukala's banner is static tests. At other times the status identified is the specific test underway. These teachings by Szukala are seen as 
well within the broadest reasonable interpretation of type and status of the diagnostic instrument. 

As shown above the arguments are not persuasive and thus the rejections are maintained. 
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
